Bias revisited 

Bias or diagpncrl fabrics cair be created 
b\- adding a stitch at one end of tire work 
and takiirg a stitch away at tire otirer. 
Addingatthe beginning and remoriirgat 
tlie end of all riglit-side rows maJies the 
work slant to tire rigirt, while tire conrerse 
makes fabric wlrich slants to tire left 
(see Photo A) . Wirat Irappens if we set 
tliese two sU i])S side by side witir tlreir 
decreaa* ends together? Now the columirs 
of stitches trar-el diagonally across the 



work, away from tire increaars on tire ends 
and towaicl the decreases in the center, 
fornriirg a che\Ton slurpe (see Photo B) . 

If we set anotlrer pair of strips next to 
these, incresias to increas*?s, we'd hare 
a most iirteresting fabric whose lines and 
bottom edges zi^ag Iroriswirtally. 

Tlris is tire basic structure of che\Ton 
patterns. Double deer etrses and tlreir 
compensating double increases are 
stacked r’ertically, separated from each 
otirer by some number of pbin stitches. 

Tlreirlain stitches appear to trarel 
towai cl tire decreases, which of course 
is wirere ther- are “eerten uir" by those 
double decreases. New irlain stitches are 
contiirually created 
at the line of 
slacked increases, 
and so the total 
stitch cormt renrains 
constant.

Flying Needles: 

Story of Lisa Gentry 



If .TOU WTUU to make lisa Gentry smile, 
imnle her to look into a cicsetful of yarn. 
One of her liappi«st chilcUtood memories 
is of doing exactly tliat. She was raised 
in Germany at a Catholic church school, 
where slie and other children livnecl and 
were cared for. llie lums wlio tauglU her 
to knit recognized tIuU she wasn’t the 
typical child, knitting simply becaiia? it 
was r«iuired and expected of all girls. 
When they opened the yarn closet and let 
her choose skeins for her next creation 
tliey were opening tlie door to Lisa's owm 
special world of color and iiossibilities — 
tire door to her future. 

Lisa knit as a cliild because site loN-ed 
it. She knit fast, sire knit all the time, 
and she designed her own projec ts 
riglit from tire start. She would simply 
\TSualize sometiringin her head and 
watch as it took slrapeon her needles. 

She remembers fondl.v a blue and jellow 
striped sweater she knit for a little boy 
at tire school; sire was 12 aird he was 
3. Scarv'es, pillows, sweaters, dresses, 
jackets — wlratewr Usa made a]>])eared 
so fast tirat the nuirs tlrouglrt she was 
disobeying tire rules and knitting after 
liglrls out at niglrt. 

As air adult , Lisa still knits because 
sire loLes it. She coirtiirues to desigir her 
own projects, aird sire’s eveir faster tirair 
sire was as a little girl. Her needles hy at 
tire rate of two stitches per second when 
slreb workiirg in girter stitch. She cair 
complete 209 stockiirette stitches in tirree 
minutes. She holds the Giiiitu^ss Book qf 
llb/7d Recoids title as the World’s Fastest 
Grocheter aird is traiiriirgfor a try at the 
title of World b Fastest Knitter. Lisa is so 
fast tiuit sire cair comirlete a project iir tire 
time it takes rncBt people to knit Iralfway 
up a siir^e deew. One friend renrarked

tliat it lakes her longer to ])ick yarn and a 
pattern, and find her neetUes tlrair it takes 
Usa to complete a pair of socks. 

As a roung womair, Lisa owned a 
ranv droi). She rair it fronr her home in 
Germairy, selling to customers who likecl 
her ideas and the original designs slie 
slrared — aird her fair prices. Wlren Lisa 
came to tire United States as a irairny 
sire packed the yarns from her store 
iirto boxes and ship|)eid tlrenr here. She 
laugjred when sire rev ealed tirat sire fiiraJly 
gav-e the last few skeins away in April of 
2007, after holding onto them for iirairy 
rears. Like all of us, sire likes to Irare 
plenty of stash. 



Usa aird her husbaird live in Louisiaira, 
where sire si>ends her da.vs in a ]>leasuiable 
mix of family visits, gardening, household 
chores — aird hours aixl lioursof kiritting 
Even w itlr coirstairt use, Lisa doesir’t ^t 
paiir iir her irairds, aird she doesn’t do 
airy thiirg special to take care of them, 
otirer tiran a bit of skin lotion. Peiiraps 
knittings) much keeps them in good 
sliape,or perliaps it’s just luckj' genes, 
but she has no iirtendon of slowing down. 
In fact, the opposite may be true: She’s 
busily iirveirting new Uechnkiues aird 
working on a series of books, assigirnreirts 
for nragaziires, aird kirittiirg for friends, 
neiglibors and family. Witli a new terrier 
jnippy, who knows — desigirs for jrets may 
soon follow. Be on the lookout for her 
book / Can’l BpUpop I’m Chai u Knitting 
in which the technique of drain knitting 
tirat Usa created will be iirtroduced. 

Althuuglr Lisa is confident about her 
abilities, sire’s modest aird quick to credit 
others who Irave helped her aloirgthe 
w'ay, induding the nuirs who w'ere her first 
teachers. She sa.vs it was KatliJeen Sams 
at Goats & Glark who “discovered" her, 
believed in her, and was tlie fu’st to hire 
her as a designer. Her husbaird gets tire 
higirest praise, aird Usa talks about hinr 
witir pride, love aird admiration . He 
built tlreir house, he travels witir her; 
he briirgs her coffee in bed eac h monring. 
When she’s not pondering Uie possibilities 
of a closetful of yarn, sire can Ire forurd by 
the pond feeding the wild ducks. 

Lisa Iras knit togetlrer a good life, one 
tirat allows her to reach a broad audience 
witir her creativity, aixl at the same time, 
allows her to balance her davs in wgvs 
tliat aie personaUv fulfdling— something 
she hopes can be true for a long time 
to come. ■

When Do You Use ^ 
Double-Pointed Needles I 

Rather Than * 
Circular Needles? 



Tlie number of stitdieson Uie needle 
determines whether to iia? cbiiblte pointed 
needles or cliange to a circular needle. 

When working in continuous roiuids 
on a circular needle the stitches must fit 
comfortably around the entire needle. 

If tliere are too few stitches, tlren tlie 
piece being knit is pulled out of diape in 
order to try and make tlie stitches come 
togetlier. Knitting is wry awkward, and 
stitches nee<l constant sliifting Whai 
there are not enou^i stitches to fit on a 
circular needle eitlier a smaller circular 
neetUe is needed or double-pointed 
needles are used. 

On tlie otlier liand, if tliere are too many 
stitches on double-pointed needles, tlien 
the stitches biuK-li together and aie too 
close to theeiuls of tlie needles, In tliis 
ca* it is time to switch from double- 
pointed needles to a circular needle. If 
there are too many sUtciies on a circular 
needle, jrai need to switch to a circular 
needle with a longer cable area. 

Tlie spa cloth on next pag? calls fw a 
couple of needle cliang?s and helps give 
you a feel for how the stitches sliould lit 
on the needles. 

Because tills cloth is worked in rounds 
from tlie center to the edges, there 
are only foiu stitches at the start of tlie 
project, lliese stitches are all cast on 
to one needle. After working tlie 
first round tlie increased number of 
stitches are divided onto two additional 



double-iiointed needles. It is most helpful to 
place a small pin or loop of .varn in tlie piece 
to indicate tlie beginningof tlie round. 

When working in rounds, it is easy to keep 
going and for^t where you started. 

Working on double-pointed needles 
seems a little awkward at first, as there 
aren't many stitches on each needle, luid 
there is constant mov-ement from one 
needle to tlie next. Just keep giing in a 
circle from one needle to the next. It gets 
easier witli each round. 




On each row the number of stitches 
continues to increase. .■\n additional 
double-pointed needle is added on Roimd 
8, to comfortaWy divide the stitches onto 



four double-pointed needles. Tliis makes 
it easy to visualize the pattern as it is 
repeated on each of tlie four needles. 




At about Roimd 23, tlie needles become 
full of stitches. Tliis means it is time 
to cliange to a circular needle to avoid 
droppingstitches. Asyou knit tlie stitches 
from each double- pointed needle onto 
the circular needle, add a marker each 
time you come to the end of a needle 
to ^parate the pattern repeals. .All the 
stitches are now on one needle, and you 
continue to work in rounds to complete 
your cloth.

zipper HOW-TO 

Zippers can easily be added to a knit garment. 
Dinerent weigrtts or garments need dltieient- 
welght zippers. Heavy separating zippers are 
used on jackets and cardigans, wlille regular 
dressmaking zippers are used lor neck or 
skirt open mgs. 

me zipper Should De sewn in by hand 
using a backstitch through l»th the zipper 
and knit piece. 

TO add a zipper place the knit edges over the 
zipper so the zipperteeth are covered and the 
seam is centered over the zipper From the right 
side, pin in place. 



on the wrong side tack the edges of the zip- 
per to the garment.
